HE Night between the 9th and roth 
of this Month, the King was taken 
fo ill of a fudden thac ‘twas fear’d he 
would die, and therefore twas thought 
; proper to call the Prince Royal to 
him at Midnight. The Prince coming to thc 
Bedfide, his Majefty gave him his Bleffing, his 
Chaplain and principal Minifters being prefent: 
But Bleeding and a Vomit reliev'd him, and the 
next Day he appear'd to be out of Danger. 
Whereupon Publick Thanks were return’d to 
God in the Church of this City, A few Days 
ago a Council of War was held at Court, and 
Commiflions were. fign’d and given out for raifing 
fome new Regiments with which his Majefty has 
refolv’d to augment his Forces. 
Hanover, March 15. The Generals of our E- 
letor's Troops, ate order’'d to be going this 
Week to them. ‘Tis rumourd that his Electo- 
ral Highnefs will furnith the Allies with Three 
Regiments more; and that the Bithop of Pa- 
derborn will f{peedily be put into Poffeffion of 
the Bifhoprick of Munfter, as having been fair- 
ly elected to it by the Major Part of the Ca- 
nons of the Cathedral of Munfter, and having 
had the Merits of his Election examin’d and 
it judg’d canonical and valid by the Majority of 
the Congregation appointed by the Pope for that 
Purpofe. Tis advis’d from Berlin, that the King 
of Pruffia had a fudden and dangerous Fit of 
dilnefs Five Days ago; which put that Court 
into the greater Concern, becaufe he had fuch 
another Fic Bighteen Days before. ‘Tis talk’d 
his faid Majefty defigns to go to Karelsbad in 
the Spring, for his Health. , 


Hague, Mar.25. ‘ The Negociation for putting.
